WASHINGTON—History now records the '30s 
as a period of political extremism nearly all 
over the world. These years brought fascism in - 
Italy, Naziism in Germany, imperialist militarism in Japan, the 


bloody purges in the Soviet Union. Even in the United States, it was 
a time of political experimentation—though hardly of that wild 


“socialism” which Old Guardists 
New Deal. 

But the '50s now draw to the 
end in a worldwide triumph for 
“‘moderation.”” Twice moderation 
sent Eisenhower to the White 
House. Recently, moderation won 
a smashing victory in the re- 
election of British Prime Minister 
Macmillan’s government over 
Labor. 

Even the present Russia of 
Khrushchev could be said to be 
moderate—relative to the Russia 
of Stalin and company. 

And now ancient Israel has con- 
firmed the vast, quiet movement 
toward the political center. David 
Ben-Gurion’s moderate Mapai 
Party has just been returned with 
greatly increased strength. The 
election exactly followed the new 
free-world pattern: a progressive 
voter rejection of both the left 
and right wing extremists. The 
Communists have fallen to a new 
low in Israel.

durable elder statesmen, has al- 
ready been 11 years in the prime 
ministership. And it appears he is 
nowhere near the end of his long 
road.

Rereading of Bible 
Sharpens Insight 


Some years ago I wrote a 
“When the Heart Is Hungry,”’ in which I in- 
terpreted Christ’s parables. I thought at the time 


liked to attribute to Roosevelt's

There 
was not even a sharp domestic 
issue. The point was simply this: 
Did the voters approve Ben- 
Gurion’s middle way? The an- 
swer was a calm but very gen- 
eral yes. 

And this latest success for the 
political moderates was fed by the 
one just before it. Ben-Gurion’s 
people in the campaign pointed 
to Macmillan’s victory. And Mac- 
millan’s people themselves earlier 
had pointed in his campaign, if 
rather more quietly, to the vic- 
tories of moderation in the United 
States. 

A good many—particularly in 
Washington, whose one industry 
is politics—look with alarm or 
with loud hostility upon ‘‘modera- 
tion.”” They believe it to be dan- 
gerous for the long run because it 
‘blurs the edges” of great issues 
They have a point—to a point. 
One possible alternative to what 
they fear, however, is even more 
risky. This is a politics of such 
violent drawing up of the lines as 
to mount to a wordy if bloodless 
civil war. 

In a perilous world, we could 
not afford a national disunity 
reaching this point—not even to 
satisfy the shrill theoreticians that 
all the ‘‘issues’”’ were at last be- 
ing fully met, fully unblurred.

The other day I was reading 
the Bible, looking, I presume, for 
sermon ideas (which is, perhaps, 
too often the way we preachers 
read the Scriptures) and 1 began 
to think through some of the para- 
bles in the Gospel of Luke. I was 
amazed by the way in which I 
found new meanings in_ these 
stories I have known since Sun- 
day school days long ago. I won- 
dered why I hadn't thought these 
thoughts then. 

The reason, I am sure, was 
that I did not have at that time a 
very wide experience or a very 
deep understanding. My experi- 
ence now is not terribly broad 
and I trust the unfolding years 
ahead will bring new experiences 
But even now I can read into or 
read out of the parables applica- 
tions and insights I did not ap- 
preciate as a child. 

Our lives are growing experi- 
ences or they are nothing. With 
growth comes the capacity to un- 
derstand that which we did not 
formerly understand.

Memphis State whaled the Seminoles the next Saturday, and Moss 
said his men merely lost to a superior team. But a Florida paper 
headlined the defeat: “‘Memphis State? Who are they? Beats FSU.” 


“Not that we underrated Memphis State, but I clipped that 
headline and framed it to remind me never to underrate an op- 
ponent,’” Moss said. Moss had more success than Grant with Rich- 
mond as the Seminoles evened their record 3-3. That set the stage 
for the invasion of Georgia

said, *‘provided they'd do for us what they did for South Caro- 
lina . . . fumble the ball four times and get a kick blocked...

American who logged 10 years as an assistant coach before coming 
to FSU, is considered one of the brightest students of the game. 


He declined comment on the Monday rumor that he’s the likely 
successor to Peahead Walker as head coach of the Montreal 
Alouettes of the Canadian Pro League. The fact that Moss didn’t 
deny the report indicates he may be interested in the job. So the 
Florida State folks had better tear down their scaffold, otherwise 
some other team will rope Moss in.
